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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


The Armed Forces (Special Powers ) Regulation , 1958 , was pro 
mulgated to confer special powers on officers of the Armed Forces 
to enable them to aid effectively the civil power in the disturbed 
areas of Kohima and Mokokchung districts of the then Nega Hills 
Tuengang Area .
